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Industrial, commercial developments rejected 





Protests sour council

Upland residents won battles 
against increased industrial and 
commercial development Sept. 7 as 
a result of three separate City Coun- 
cil decisions. 

More than a dozen Mark III homes 
residents spoke in opposition of a 
proposed general plan amendment 
to redesignate 12.5 acres on the east 
side of Benson Avenue between 15th 
and 16th streets from agricultural to 
light industrial use. 

The residents said they were told 
a city park was planned for the 
parcel. Most of them complained 
that industry would be noisy, lower 
their property values, and cause 
safety hazards for their children. 

Purchasing and developing the 
land for use as a city park would run 
well above $150,000, responded 
Councilman Hal Bailin, who noted 
the development of the greenbelt 
park just south of the Mark III tract. 

Although the council agreed that a 
park at that site was unfeasible, 
they voted 4-1 in favor of a motion 
by Councilwoman Ina Petokas to 
refer the issue back to the Planning 
Commission with the recommenda- 
tion that it investigate redesignation 
of the land for residential use. 

Bailin, who opposed the motion, 
said he still favored designating the 
land for light industry. 

Another group of residents, ap- 
parently confident that the council 
would vote in favor of their appeal 
for more residential space, did not 
attend the council meeting. 

But, the council voted unanimous- 
ly to redesignate 14.8 acres at the 
northwest corner of Campus Avenue 
and 14th Street from medium densi- 
ty residential (apartments) to 
single-family residential. 

The council also approved the 
Planning Commission's recommen- 
dation to initiate a zone change from 


light manufacturing to residential 
for the parcel. 

The third decision against in- 
dustrial development came when 
the council voted unanimously to up- 
hold the Planning Commission’s 
refusal of a conditional use permit 
to build a Carl’s Jr. on Foothill 
Boulevard west of Euclid Avenue. 

A petition against the drive- 
through operation signed by 195 
residents of the area near the site 
was submitted to the council. 
Residents complained that a Jack- 
in-the-Box just down the street from 
the intended Carl’s Jr. site was 
already causing problems and 
dangerous foot traffic across Euclid 
Avenue from Upland High School. 

Residents said that of 31 
restaurants in Upland, 23 are fast- 
food operations, and that they didn’t 
want another one. 


Planned in conjunction with the 
Carl’s Jr. was an office building to 
be constructed within six months to 
a year. 


The council favored the office 
building but opposed development of 
the narrow lot for a drive-through 
restaurant due to the small 
driveway access on Foothill 
Poulevard between the Uplander 
and a car dealership. 


In other action the City Council: 

—Appointed Mayor George Gib- 
son and Mayor pro-tem John 
McCarthy as the voting delegate and 
alternate respectively for the an- 
nual League of California Cities 
Conference to be held in San Diego 
October 17-20. 


—Changed the date for the second 
regular council meeting in October 
from Oct. 18 to Oct. 14 due to a con- 
flict with the League of California 
Cities conference. 

—Authorized the mayor to write 


to the California Highway Commis- 
sion, the state Department of 
Transportation (CALTRANS) and 
appropriate legislators requesting a 
public hearing as to whether Route 
30 (Foothill Freeway) should be

finished or should be deleted from 
the general plan. The state agencies 
have halted most highway construc- 
tion throughout the state, leaving 
many portions of planned freeways 
incomplete.

They go where helicopters can’t

They go where helicopters can’t, 
traversing rocky canyons in their 
four-wheelers to reach victims of 
auto accidents, rock slides, snow 
drifts and flash floods, 

Lending a helping hand to hikers, 
bikers, or drivers stranded in the 
mountains is a time consuming task 
for volunteers in the local Radio 
Emergency Associated Citizen’s 

' Team (REACT). 

Members of this area’s 
COMUPAC-REACT group spend 
hundreds of hours each week 
monitoring CB channel nine to offer 
aid in emergencies. 


Sometimes the emergencies 
require only a phone call to a 
stranded driver’s relative. Other 
times the. assistance of the group’s 
15-member mountain search and 
rescue team is needed. 

Equipped with jeeps and special 
gear for rescuing adventurous 
hikers from mountain cliffs and 
crevices, the specially trained team 
of young people is always prepared

The COMUPAC-REACT rescue 
team was founded three years ago 
by one of the monitoring group’s 
members, Kell Gregg. 


COMUPAC stands for the areas 
served by the CB emergency 
channel monitoring group- 
Cucamonga, Ontario, Montclair, 
Upland, Pomona, Alta Loma, Chino 
and Claremont. 


Gregg, an Upland resident and 
oldest member of the team, has 
organized the rescue group’s 
activities, recruiting his wife, 
Jackie, and Wilma Lidikay as base 
units to monitor rescue maneuvers. 

‘‘When we go out on a rescue, we 
maintain constant contact with our 
base units,” he said. 


“Our rescue team is built on 
communications,’ he explained. 
More than 45 REACT members 
monitor the emergency channel, 
preparing weather reports for the 
area and turning over emergency

authorities. 

The surge of interest in citizen's 
band radio has created some 
problems for the volunteers since 
there is more interference from 
other CB channels, said Mike 
Basica, assistant team leader. 

‘“‘We’ve ahd interference because 
of people increasing the power of 
their equipment beyond citizen’s 
band regulations,’’ he explained. 

However, the group encourages 
people who venture into the 
mountians to have access to the CB 
emergency channel. 

‘‘We also encourage anyone going 
into the mountains to notify us 
first,’ Gregg said. People planning 
to hike, drive, or motocycle in the 
mountains for a day or more often 
contact REACT ahead of time, 
letting the team know where they 
plan to go and when they will return. 

“It’s just a safety precaution 
that’s good to take,” said Gregg. 
‘At least, they should let a relative 
know where they’re going.”’ 

Many of the group’s recent 
rescues have involved jeeps and

trucks that get trapped in rocky 
canyons. A big increase in four- 
wheel drive jeeps and trucks in the 
mountains is a problem. 


‘We've taken too many young 
kids off cliffs where they’re vehicles 
are perched percariously,’’ Gregg 
said. 

For example, dozens of cars have 
been trapped in Cucamonga Canyon. 

The broup is constantly preparing 
for such emergencies, checking out 
equipment, and developing new 
methods for rescue operations. 

A recent invention is a crane-type 
pulley used to reach down over cliffs 
and pull victims to safety. 

The group has also developed a 
number of safety precautions for its 
own members such as harnesses and 
safety pulleys. ‘‘We do have to put 
lives in danger during rescues, but 
we try to put as few as possible in 
jelpardy,”’ Gregg said. 

‘‘No member borrows another’s 
life support equipment and we 
practice a lot, especially the rope 
work. 


Since the local mountains are 
covered with small rocks and shale, 
one of the biggest problems during 
rescues is crowd control. 

If the cliff area above victims is 
not kept clear rocks which are 
jarred loose can fall and injure both 
the rescuers and victims. 

Another part of the group’s 
activities is a strong education 
program. A slide show and 
demonstration. of emergency 
measures is available to any service 
club or school that would like to see 
the presentation. 

“We want to feel we are doing 
something to help people before 
they venture into the mountains. 
Maybe they will remember us and 
at least know how to get help if they 
are in trouble,” Gregg said. 

Most calls for help come in 
between 5 p.m. and 7 p.m., he said. 
Many of them are routine such as 
calls from people whose cars break 
down or get stuck. 

“The typical person doesn’t begin 
to worry until it gets dark,” Gregg 
explained. 

The COMUPAC-REACT rescue 
team is totally volunteer and doesn’t 
solicit rewards, although they 
occasionally. receive them. 

Each member finances his or her 
own equipment maintenance. 
Money raised by the REACT 
organization is used for charity. 

The REACT group operates a 
blood bank and mutual assistance 
programs with the United States 


Forestry Service. and local. 


authorities. 

Other members of the rescue 
team and its reserve group are Dave 
Rakich assistant team leader, Bob 
Linden, Dan Basica, Richard Myers 
and Roxanne Myers (field units), 
Jim Gibson, Lynn Cantwell, Chester 
Koch, Joe Glich and John Anderson 


(reserves).

— A zone change from agricultural to single-family residential (15,000- 
square-foot minimum lot size) for 10 acres at the southeast corner of San 
Antonio Avenue and 17th Street. 

— A zone change from agricultural to single-family residential (20,000- 
square-foot minimum lot size) for 10 acres on the south side of 18th Street 
west of Laurel Avenue. 

— A zone change from agricultural to single-family residential (10,000- 
square-foot minimum lot size) for 10 acres on the north side of 21st Street 
east of Mountain Avenue. 

— A zone change from agricultural to single-family residential (10,000- 
square-foot minimum lot size) for 20 acres east of Mountain Avenue 
between 2ist and 22nd streets. 

— A change in zone regulations increasing and adding fees for filing 
petitions or applications for zone changes, variances, conditional-use per- 
mits and other action requests. 

— A discussion of the Housing and Community Development Act of 1974 
Community Block Grant of $401,328 to determine community development 
and housing needs in Upland.

The parcel is designated on the general plan for apartment-type develop- 
ment, but is zoned agricultural and would require a zone change before any 
type of development could be started.

Skunks get it too

Many pet owners feel 
rabies vaccinations are only 
necessary for domestic 
animals such as the dog and 
cat. They believe that 
exotic pets like skunks or 
tropical cats will spend 
most of their lives indoors 
and are safe from exposure 
to infected animals. 

But this is not the case. 
Rabies is a disease capable 


of infecting any warm- 
blooded animal, and almost 
all warm - blooded pets 
should be vaccinated to 
prevent the disease. 

The term “exotic pet’’ is 
not limited to animals 
imported from abroad. A 
number of native American 
animals, including the 
skunk, raccoon and fox are 
included in this category 
because they have not been 
domesticated through long 
association with man and 
are never really quite at

Help coming 
for swine flu 


EDITOR’S NOTE:

In February 1976, a new 
strain of swine influenza 
virus was isolated from an 
outbreak of disease among 
military recruits at Ft. Dix, 
New Jersey. 

This strain has not been 
prevalent among humans in 
the U.S. for nearly 50 years. 
it is believed to be related 
to the virus which caused 
the 1918-19 pandemic (world 
epidemic) which struck 200- 
million to 300-million peo- 
ple, with 20-million deaths. 
In the United States, 30 per- 
cent of the population had 
the disease and 548,000 died 
in a six - to - eight - week 


period, overwhelming 
medical personnel, 
supplies, hospitals and 


other essential services. 

It is not known if this 
virus will cause another 
epidemic in this country, 
but it is known that virtual- 
ly the entire population is 
vulnerable to infection from 
swine influenza because 
only a very small portion of 
the population has had 
previous exposure to and in- 
fection by similar viruses. 
With this in mind, Congress 
has appropriated $135- 
million to produce a vaccine 
to be available to everyone 
who wants it before the ‘‘flu 
season.” 

The vaccine — which is 
grown in eggs — is expected 
to be 70-90 per cent effec- 
tive. Some people receiving 
the vaccine may develop

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swelling, redness and 
tenderness in the area of 
the shot. A small number of 
people may run a fever for a 
day or two. Severe reac- 
tions are rare. 

The vaccine, which is 
recommended for nearly 
everyone except the young 
and people allergic to eggs, 
should be available in early 
fall. Newspapers, radio and 
television will inform the 
public when and where the 
vaccine is available. 

Mass clinics will be set up 
to provide the vaccine at lit- 
tle or no charge. Health 
centers and many private 
physicians will also be giv- 
ing the shots. If you receive 
the vaccine from your doc- 
tor, you will be charged for 
the administration; the vac- 
cine itself is free. 

Influenza is a respiratory 
disease which can lead to 
serious complications. Flu 
symptoms include fever, 
chills, headache, a dry 
cough, and soreness in the 
back, arms and legs. 

There is no specific drug 
to cure the disease. For the 
majority of cases, home 
treatment is best. The 
patient should gets losts of 
rest, drink plenty of fluids 
and take aspirin or an 
aspirin substitute to reduce 
fever and aching. 
Decongestants, vaporizers 
and lozenges may also be 
helpful. For the more 
severe cases — repeated 
severe coughing, a fever 
beyond two or three days — 
a doctor should be con- 
sulted.

Most exotic pets are 
caught in the wild, and their 
history of possible exposure 


to rabies is unknown. Even . 


certified capture at a very 
early age is no safeguard 
since animals as young as 
six weeks of age have been 
known to contract the 
disease. Baby skunks may 
be exposed to the disease by 


contact with the mother. 


Some owners feel reassured 
by a short quarantine 
period, but they do not 
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realize that rabies has a 
very uncertain and 
sometimes lengthy 
incubation period. 

Studies have shown that 
the rabies virus may take 
from 15 to 285 days before it 
reaches the brain and 
causes recognizable 
symptoms. A bite on a pet’s 
back leg from a rabid 
animal will bring the virus 
into the body, but at a great 
distance from the brain. 
Therefore, development of 
rabies from such a bite will

incubation period than a 
bite on the jaw or ear. 
Because of the health 
risks involved and the 
sometimes unpredictable 
behavior of exotic animals, 
I personally and 
professionally would not 
recommend keeping any 
type of exotic pet. However, 
if you are determined to 
keep an ocelot, skunk or 
other unusual pet, you 
should attempt to have it 
vaccinated against rabies. 
Vaccination of exotic pets 
is done with caution since 
they do not always respond 
uniformly to vaccines 
designed for use on 
domesticated animals. Only 
inactivated forms of rabies 
vaccine should be used, 
with the dosage adjusted for

be vaccinated as young as 
three to four months, and 
the vaccination must be 
repeated annually. 

Early symptoms are not 
the classic foaming of the 
mouth, but rather a 
tendency to eat strange 
‘‘foods,’’ apparently 
because of hunger and a 
dimming of the sense of 
taste. Cats may also 
develop a type of paralysis 
of the throat and lose their 
normal voice, crying in a 
rather subdued, hoarse 
tone. Complete character 
reversals are also common. 
Pets that are normally 
quiet and timid may spring 
out to bite and scratch 
family members as well as 
strangers.

Supervisors stalled 
on park proposition 


By DICK COOPER 

County supervisors were 
deadlocked Monday on a $280 
million statewide park bond ballot 
proposition that would allot $2.65 
million for park development in San 
Bernardino County. 

California voters in November 
will pass judgment on the Urban and 
Coastal Park Bond Act of 1976, 
which could provide additional 
money for regional parks in San 
Bernardino County. 

The board of supervisors Monday 
was split 2-2 on a resolution to 
support passage of Proposition 2, 
with Supervisors Dennis 
Hansberger of Yucaipa and Robert 
Townsend of Chino opposing the 
resolution because of impact the 
proposition might have on funding of 
other state programs. 

“Tf it (the $280 million park bond) 
is going to be funded from existing 
taxes, then I think we should 


determine where the revenues 
would be coming from,”’ Townsend 
stated, remarking that the measure 
could jeopardize the funding of other 
programs such as welfare and Medi- 
Cal. 

Townsend added that he is also 
“very concerned about the impact 
of new programs on local budgets 
and statewide budgets.” 

Support for Proposition 2 was 
voiced by Supervisors Nancy Smith 
of San Bernardino and James 
Mayfield of Apple Valley, 
representatives of the desert and 
mountain areas of the county who 
see the park proposition as a means 
of funding more parks in the desert 
and mountains. 

“I do feel this would be a new 
revenue source for the county,” 
Mayfield said. ‘‘By and large, we 
will significantly benefit.”’ 

Mayfield stated that if Townsend 
and Hansberger wanted to question

Edmund Brown Jr.’s position that 
Proposition 2 should be financed out 
of existing tax sources, said she 
agrees the state should be trying to 
save money. 

But while the governor is trying to 
avoid additional taxes to fund the 
park bond, Mrs. Smith said, the 
state continues to impose additional 
welfare regulations that are a ‘‘total 
waste of time and money ... and 
don’t benefit the welfare recipient 
one iota — that’s where the money 
could be saved.” 


Supervisors’ Chairman 
Hansberger noted that the board of 
supervisors is not obligated to take a 
stand on Proposition 2, since it is an 
issue to be decided by the voters in 
November. 

The board can offer only a 
‘guiding posture,’” Hansberger 
said. 


Like Townsend, Hansberger 
suggested the supervisors take no 
action because of the uncertainty 
over what would be the source of the 
park bond funds and what other 
programs might be jeopardized if 
the state decided to shift funds as a 
means of financing the bond issue. 

Absent from the discussion of 
Proposition 2 was Ontario 
Supervisor Daniel Mikesell, who is 
on vacation. Mikesell has opposed 
the proposition in the past, however, 
on the grounds that it does not 
allocate enough of the park funds to 
San Bernardino County.

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Poisons live in the garden 


About 300,000 different types 
of plants exist on our planet and, ac- 
cording to current scientific 
records, more than 700 of them in 
the Northern Hemisphere have 
caused illness or death. 

It is true that the proportion of 
poisonous plants is not very high, 


well-known that it is hard to believe 
they are lethal. 

Poisonous plants can easily be 
found in your garden and foundation 
plantings, as well as growing in va- 
cant lots and woods. The U.S. 
Public Health Service reports that 
about 12,000 children eat potentially 


However, the New York Safety 
Council says, ‘‘There is no reason to 
stop growing beautiful flowers and 
plants because they contain poison; 
just keep them out of your mouth. 

‘Train children not to chew on 
anything other than known foods, no 
matter how familiar it appears to 


ones in the hand-to-mouth stage. 
Remember, too, adults are not im- 
mune to unconscious nibbling.’’ 


And plants can be tricky. Often 
one part of a plant is not only edible, 
but nutritious, while another part 
can kill. Twigs of cherry trees 
release deadly cyanide when eaten 


and the leaves of peach trees con- 
tain one of the most dangerous 
poisons known, hydrocyanic acid. 


Children have become very ill after 
drinking a ‘“‘tea’’ made with hot 
water and peach-tree leaves. 


Fruit trees aren’t the only plant 
deceivers.
